The Improvements of Hock Hlver for 
the purpose of -Backwater navig ation 
in not a new system, as w*e may believe 
by the many efforts made years ag o iu 
that behalf as mentioned of late by th* 
Hock ford Reg ister. 
Citizens o f our 
neig hboring 
city 
with 
those 
from 
Dixon—J ohn Dixon 
is mentioned 
a* 
one —and other towns along the river, 
as early as in 1810, held meeting s and 
endeavored to secure an appropriation 
from Cong ress for the purpose of m ak­ 
ing our river navig able. 
In tho latter part of 
J une, 
1844, & 
steamboat, the “ L ig htner,’’ ascended 
Hock Hlver from the Mississippi as far 
as Rockford, 
loaded with provisions, 
g roceries, etc. 
This incident 
g ave 
much impetus to the desire for making 
the river navig able and 
the people 
were excited over the event. 
Many 
public meeting s wore held and variou- 
plans sug g ested for accomplishing a 
work that would g ive the farmer an 
outlet for his grain to market other 
than by carting it from the Hock River 
valley to Chicag o. 
An outlet by river 
to tho Gulf of Mexico was one plan. 
The g eneral 
g overnment refused to 
act. 
Feb. 2f>, 1845. an act by the leg isla­ 
ture was approved for the improvement 
of the navig ation of Hock; river. 
Dun­ 
can 
Ferg uson of 
Winnebag o, 
-J ohn 
Dixon of Lee, Spooner H ig g les and 
Win. W . Fuller of Og le and Theodore 
Winn of Whiteside, and their succes­ 
sors, were made a body corporate and 
politic under the name of the “ Board 
of Commissioners for tho improvement 
of the Navig ation of Hock River.” The 
commissioners were authorized to re­ 
move all obstructions to steam boat nav­ 
ig ation between the mouth of Pecaton- 
u-tt river and the mouth of Hock river. 
For the purpose of creating a fund for 
making those improvements it was pro­ 
vided that a tax should be levied for 
the year of I* 15 of seven and one-half 
mills on 
every dollar of assessable 
property in Winnebag o, <>gle and 
Lee 
counties. 
Th is was a n o b le ex h ib itio n 
if p u b lic spirit, but it, was too local for 


mi grand an e n terp rise.
